





Administration stuns dorms, 


change in meal plan denied 
Demonstration planned on Library Quad

Residence hall students plan to demonstrate Monday 
in protest of the university's decision to continue with the 
existing meal plan 

The dorm representatives were handed the decision in 
the form of a memorandum at Wednesday's meeting with 
Ronald Wright. vice - president for administration and 
dusiness affairs and Associate Dean of Students, Shirley 
Uplinger 

The memorandum stated, “A review of these at- 
tachments demonstrates that there was no way to change 
the 1977-78 food service plan, maintain financial integrity, 
and still provide the desired flexibility of the use of 
coupons 

Attached sheets to the memorandum answered ques- 
tions on the key issues of the meal plan 

A comparison of the existing coupon food service plan 
and a plan without coupons rendered these results ac- 
cording to the university. The existing plan provides fiex- 
ibility. There would be no additional cost impact. Coupons 
an be used at any Food Service facility on campus at an 


adjusted rate. Additional coupons can be purchased at a 
cost of 275 each with an adjusted cash value when used in 
cash operations on campus 

A 19 meal plan without coupons would limit second to 
one per meal per resident. Cash would be used only for 
special programs at the Dining Commons such as Pizza 
Parlor Credit would not be given for missed meals. It was 
stated that there would be no additional cost. “Missed 
meal factor and elimination of options offsets costs.” 

The question was raised that if the present 19 mea! plan 
took into consideration a missed meal factor which would 
be an average of 14 meals eaten, why not have a 14 meat 
pian with coupons? 

The university's response was, “The 14 meals resulting 
in the 19 meal plan are a combination of breakfasts, lun- 
ches, and dinners. They are not the 14 most expensive 
meals offered in the Dining Commons.’ 

The Hornet Foundation made this statement concer- 
ning the 14 meal plan, ‘If acoupon plan permitted the eat- 
ing of the fourteen most expensive meals each week and 
also allowed the use of the coupons in other ways it would

than - honest expressions of emotion (“I love you if" and “I 
love you because’). He explained how jealousy might 
enter into a less - than - honest relationship, as well as the 
dishonesty connected with a person showing only his or 
her good points, not wanting to show any weak points to 
their partners 

Wright suggested sexual relationships would be 
strengthened by total commitment. “Without com- 
mitment, neither (partner) will be able to have maximum 
confidence that the relationship is secure.” And because 
this feeling of sharing a commitment pervades a relation- 
ship, it will affect sexual activities. “It irees them from feel- 
ing they have to strive to keep from losing the other and 
releases them to enjoy one another.” And, honestly, isn't 
that what it's all about? If the bond eclipses all boundaries, 
why worry? 

The final part of Wright's trilogy of reasons for better 
sex through better love is communication. He says 
meaningful exchange of thoughts is most important 
because both partners “need to talk it out and forgive

The 
staggering 
implications 
of 
staggered 
terms 


Staggered terms for the ASI? Does that mean we have to buy liquor for the 
senate now? As silly as this question sounds, we heard it from some students 
It's made us realize that there are a lot of people on campus who know little or 
nothing about the subject 

In our last issue we ran two commentaries on staggered terms in the Student 
Government section. Both commentaries focused upon the implementation of 
staggered terms, but didn’t fully explain why it should be done. Actually, it's a 
subject that can vitally affect the future health of student government here 

Our student government has always suffered from alack of continuity. Year 
after year we elect anew government and then sit back to hear excuses why it 
takes them six to seven months to accomplish anything. It's happened so often 
that the student body has become politically apathetic, we've taken a “they 
can't do much anyway” attitude 

What's scary is that the senate does an important job. It has a budget of 
nearly half a million dollars and is our voice to the administration, faculty 
Hornet Foundation, and other campus organizations 

Unfortunately, student government is shackled every year when it comes to 
dealing with on - going matters that were left - over from previous student 
governments. It takes them months to get acclimated. It takes them months to 
find out what the problems are and how to effectively deal with them it takes 
them months to find out who their supporters and enemies are in trying to geta 
bill passed 

The senate goes through the same fights year after year Most senators 
don't know which programs need more funds or which are abusing their funds 
By the time they resolve all these problems there is only a month or two left in 
the session and no time to get the job done 

On the other hand, if half the student government is retained from term to 
term (staggered terms). an effective leadership is always available There !s 
less chance for the university's administration to stall the programs they dont 
like year after year 

This would give the student body more power because the student 
government would be in a better position to act 

OK, if it’s such a good idea, why hasn't it been thought of before this It has 
It's been tried, but political wheeling and dealing has shelved it for the past two 
years. In the Spring of 1976, two years ago, in the ASCSUS General Election 
over a two - thirds majority of voting students elected to adopt a policy of 
staggered terms A group of senators, elected to office in that election and 
unwilling to give up half their term of office to implement the staggered term 
policy, appealed to the Board of Justice to let them stay in office The BOJ, then 
headed by Tom Lineer, who now supports implementation of the policy 
decided sn their favor. The Board felt that these senators should not have been 
elected to office in the same election that contained the staggered term 





referendum. Two years later, the policy stil! hasn't been implemented 

Why? Some say that it’s unfair to senators now holding office They |! hav 
to give up their term of office The only thing now stopping implementation of 
staggered terms is the reluctance of these senators to give up their positions 

We realize that it will be unfair to a few, but the good that a staggered term 
policy can provide should more than make upforthis The sooner this policy is 
implemented. the better off we will be’ A strong student government should be 
the goal of both the student body and the individuals it elects to represent 
them

AS! Attorney General 
takes case 
to students 


The office of the AS! Attorney General views with abhorrence the unlawful 
behavior of the AS! Senate Chair, and the seeming complicity by the Senate 

This office is guided by this thought of Aristotle: “man without laws Is the 
most savage of beasts.” Thus, the laws of the State of California and the ASI 
Constitution have substantial meaning to this office, and therein maybe the 
difference between the Office of the Attorney General and the Senate Chair 


At the Senate meeting Monday. the Senate Chair objected to this office's 
chronological report on the Senate Chair's alleged legal violations, and the 
current status of the case. A majority of Senators agreed not to hear the report 
because it “might be politically and legally damaging to the Senate Chair ” 

The position of this office is that this is student business If the Senate does 
not wish to hear reports from this offiag, it can read these reports in the Hornet 
with the rest of the Student Body 

Office of the AS! Attorney Genera!, Report 1/77-78 Alleged unlawful acts of 
the ASI Senate Chair, Mr Robin Biair 

On or about September 30th, the Office of the Attorney Genera! received 
several complaints alleging violations of State and Student law by the ASI 
Senate Chair 

The policy of this office is to research allegations to determine if there is any 
merit. It is then the obligation of this office to take the appropriate action: to ex- 
onerate, to prosecute, or any appropriate measure in between 

This office reporied to the ASI President the nature of the allegations and 
the findings. The ASI President expressed his desire for law and justice, and 
the least amount of unfavorable publicity for student government. This office 
concurred 

Under the authority and power of this office, the Attorney General wrote a 
letter dated October 6 to the Dean of Students requesting disciplinary 
proceeding before the Board of Justice against the Senate Chair The Dean 
refused the letter, and advised the Attorney General to be more specific in 
charges. 


On October 10, 1977. the Attorney General presented to the Dean a con 
plete listof charges. The Dean accepted the charges. and submitted the 
the Board of Justice 

On October 14, 1977, this office transmitted a letter indicating to the Senate 
Chair the conduct (procedure) of the Attorney General in the hearing set for 
October 25 

On October 17, 1977. this office received a letter (courtesy copy) from the 
Senate Chair requesting a two week delay in the hearing date 

On October 18. 1977. this office received a letter from the Chief Justice 
(Board of Justice) stating that the ‘case is removed from the Court's calendar 
The Dean of Students is the only person authorized to withdraw the case 

This office has spoke with the Dean of Students and the Chief Justice as to

why the case was withdrawn, and has received two different stories This is 
confusing 
At this point in time, there is no further act on this office can pursue, and itis 


up to the Senate to ciean its own house This office refers to the second At 
torney General's opinion, page 7 on the question of checks and balances, and 
the nature of operation thereof 

in addition to the foregoing report, this office is of the opinion that the 
Senate Chair continues his pattern of unlawful behavior 

Last Tuesday's Hornet. the Senate Chair announced the election for the just 
vacated Senate seat in Education Only the ASI Election Coordinator and his 
Board of E!ections has that authority to lawfully annouce elections, and at this 
writing that announcement has not been made Thus, the Senate Chair action 
violates the AS! Constitution, and continues his pattern of constitutional 
violations begun last May as stated in the case of Matlock v. Blair 

This office is becoming very concerned about the historical trend of in 
creased and repeated violations of the AS! Constitution by student 
government officials. If this trend persists, then there is not need for this office 
and the rule of law, and at that paint students will have govenrment by the rule 
of the jungle

Ailvah Bessie 











War veteran and blacklisted Hollywood screen writer

The man’s face is criss - crossed with wrinkies and there are deeply 
engraved half - circles under the eyes. There is little hair on his head, and he 
has trouble hearing — “too much mortar fire in the Spanish Civil War,” he says 
You see, Alvah Bessie is over seventy years old now and life has certainly left its 
mark 

But those blue eyes are still radiant — and piercing There ts a lot of history 
in those eyes. They have seen many notorious people, and witnessed a fair 
share of famous events. And last Monday at 11 a.m. in the Redwood Room of 
the University Union, and again at 2:30 in the Sacramento Room, Alvah Bessie 
shared some of his experiences with anyone who was interested 

Bessie is an author, war veteran and best known as a Hollywood screen 
writer blacklisted in 1947 for allegedly injecting subversive, pro - communist 
material into American films. He spent a year in prison for refusing to speak 
before the House Un - American Activities Committee about ‘supposed’ com- 
munists in Hollywood. Along with nine others who went to prison for refusing 
to speak about “known’ tinsietown reds, the group was called the Hollywood 
Ten 

About his prison experience Bessie said “It is an occupational hazard one 
must face to uphold the Bill of Rights " There was a right of lost justice in this 
statement, but there was aiso the sound of committment in Bessie’s voice, a 
committment to tell Americans of their history so the mistakes of the past wil! 
not be repeated 

The screenwriter opened his Redwood Room speech, before a crowd of 
about 125 people, by saying: “This day (November 7th) in 1936 marked the 
successful defense of Madrid by the Spanish Republican army, and the first 
appearance in history of the International Brigade.” Bessie was a member of 
that international contingent, although he did not fightin the 1936 defense of 
Madrid. The force was made up of soldiers from 30 nations, other than Spain 
who fought against the Francisco Franco - led fascists. Bessie belonged to the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade, which was the American representative 

The Spanish Republican Army finally succumbed to the fascists in 1939 
Bessie painted a depressing picture of the end. "In the winter of '39, when the 
war was lost, a half a million Spaniards fled over the Pyrennes to escape Fran- 
co's ‘liberation,’ " he said. “Many were interned on French riveria beaches and 
died of disease.” But the scene inside Spain may have been worse “One million 
people were put in prison who fought in the rebellion,” stated the screenwriter, 
“and in the first five years after the war, 250,000 people who were in some way 
thought to be Republican leaders, were shot.” 

Bessie chastises the United States for its position of non - intervention in the 
war while Germany and Italy shipped arms to the Spanish fascists He then 
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tivities continues to be accomplished 
through the Residence Hall staff.”

“What that means,” one sourée

These bases would be handy in fighting communism if World War 
out, Bessie added And the topic of communism brought him to the black listing 
in the late forties and early fifties 

The subversive actions included, according to Bessie, promoting equality of 
sexes, creeds, colors and nationalities in movies. “These are very subversive 
ideas,” he facetiously stated 

And after go'ng to prison, Bessie argued that “our sentences were not 
reduced There is supposed to be equality under the law We should have 
served one - third of our sentence, like the robbers and other criminals whe 
were around us 

But it was at the 2:30 seminar in the Sacramento Room where Bessie reaily 
began discussing some of the people involved in the governments casé 
against subversion And one of them was Richard Nixon. “This character was 
on the house committee | was dragged before.” said Bessie “It was his first jot 
and he was the stupidist guy on the committee " 

Blunt comment, yes indeed, but by no means the last Bessie saw the mar 
again, this time when Nixon was vice president ‘| was in San Francisco, wor 
king for the longshoremen and was on my way to work about 8 30 one morning

And here is this enormous limousine, Nixon was waving, but nobody is 0

Bessie was not yet finished He tore into Nixons famous Checkers Speec! 
(given in 1952 in defense against reportedly accepting slush funds) “he got 
TV and radio to defend himself, and he had poor Pat (Nixon) in the corner and 
she looked embalmed Then he drags out this little dog, checkers. He was suct 
a phony from the word go 

The conversation shifted back to the war. There seems an American obses 
sion with war, and especially the romantic Spanish Civil War. Maybe Ernest 
Hemingway's famous riovel on the conflict. For Whom the Bells Tolls. set 
everybody off At any rate. the question arose as to whether the republicans 
lost to Franco because they lacked armaments To this Bessie said “Yes We 
did not have the armaments to fight with, but goods were going to the fas 
from Standard Oil, General Motors and Dupont through Germany and 
Some of the trucks we captured were from Detroit 

However, according to Bessie, 90 per cent of American public opinion sup 
ported the Spanish republicans This is a dichotomy The people speak in 
American, or do they? Seems few spoke for Alvah Bessie and many others in 
the late forties and fifties. although few if any, Hollywood peopie were ever 
proven subversives

Mackey read selections from her 
soon to be released “Skin Deep” book 
of collected poems. The title poem 
“Skin Deep” was inspired by that 
“horrible commercial for Oil of Olay.” 
Her poetry was encouraged with 
humor and anger. Her words were 
often fierce with allegories of self - 
discovery and self - denial. The ideas 
she expressed touched everyone, 
sooner or later. One poem, a satirical 
prose of little boys raised on the fear 


of rape and deviant women should 
hang on the wail of every home. 
Viola Weinberg, a local artist who 
has published three books of poetry, 
did not reach out beyond herself as 
Mackey did. Her words were mutant 
and her ideas isolated. One poem, 
“Wild Men Travel in Packs” was hor- 
rid. in reference to her frustration as 
an artist she read to the delight of her 
audience, “If my nippies were the size 
of my knuckies. I'd be a rich woman

clamation from the shrinking crowd. He mentions God 
said so (| Corinthinians 6:18, | Thessalonians 43), and 
gave some practial reasons for avoiding “promiscuity.” He 
mentioned that “Ali too often (however often that is) 
premarital sex ends up a self - seeking, self - gratifying ex- 
perience After intercourse, one partner may be saying ‘| 
love you’ while the other ts thinking ‘I love it 

In summation, Wright feels premarital sex delutes his 
theories concerning love: it inhibits communication 
because “each person becomes less open,” it happens “in 
the absence of total and permanent commitment,” and 
gives different meaning to the world “ilove” because there 
is less restriction. No “legal tender” (a phrase from 
Jackson Brown) 

Wright refutes al! the reasons for premarital sex by stat- 
ing that “all arguments people gave for sex were not 
strong enough.” Ali the popular theories concerning 
premarital sex, and ali those who espouse them “may dis- 
cover that what they thought was love is oniy charged - up 
sex sensations. Waiting until marriage does not guarantee 
that you'll be emotionally compatible, but it does help 
create a less confusing environment in which to find out 
before you take the step of a marriage commitment.” 

Wright bore down on his audience by explaining the 
greatest aid to “dynamic sex” involves each person being 
a “total person.” This totality has three dimensions 
physical, mental and spiritual. Wright dwells on the 
spiritual! portion by offering God, “and as God what he 
offers can affect everyone in a personal way, including in 
the area of sex.” 

Wright is now rounding third and heading for home 
plate 

His audience remains cool and caim as Wright stresses 
a person already involved in sex - before - marriage can b~

- necessary to provide 16 additi8onal coupons per week 
to each resident for each of the remaining 22 weeks !n the 
contract period.” This would result in an additional tota 
expense of $95,832 or $96.80 per resident 

Another question was raised that why couldn't the 
student just eat four more meals within their $700? It was 
stated that each student's contract provides for $11 00 per 
week for raw food which would be 40 coupons a week “To 
provide more meals within the $11.00 would reduce the 
available amount of money to be spent on each meal thus, 
negatively affecting quality and/or quantity of food 
served, “was the university's response 

There is an unbudget item of $10,000 resulting trom the 
budgeted residence hall population of 950 residents 
Currently there is an estimated 990 average annual oc- 
cupancy. The university stated, “This represents only 1.3 
per cent of the total Dining Commons budget for the year 

This $10.000 will not be realized until the end of this 

fiscal year It if were available now in the form of available 
cash, it would oniy be sufficient to provide approximately 
one additional coupon per resident per week for the \ var.” 

After presenting the decision to the dorm rep: esen- 
tatives, Wright said, “The University Administration is not 
out to take advantage of the students or anyone else.” He 
assured the group that the university was not out to “baf-- 
fle” the students and tney naa trea nara to work outi 
another resolution to the meal plan problem. 

Bob Raymer, dorm representative on the Hornet Foun- 
dation Board of Directors commented afterwards, “We are 
no longer working with the Administration and will take it 


to alternative sources."
